nitely located, but will be determined 
later by X-rays.

resting quietly and there seems, to be 
no immediate danger.

Three shots ^were fired at the mayor. 


Two ot thenr 'missed, and the third 
lodged in the fleshy .portion of the left 
side of the neck.

-The mayor retained consciousness 
&nd later examination by the physi- 
cians when the mayor was taken to 
thev hospital gave a more hopeful out- 
look. 


The shooting occurred under circum- 


stances of the most dramatic charac- 


. ter. Mayor Gaynor came aboard the 


steamer accompanied by a number of 
.prominent city officials about to bid 
'Jfim adieu on his trip abroad. 
The 


party proceeded to the upper deck and 
were assembled in a group giving final

Began Firing W.ithout a Word. 


Crowds of passengers were abouf on 


deck and with''friends waving adieu 


' from the pier. ' The mayor's party had 


just formed a group, preparatory to 
having their picture taken. 


Suddenly a man pushed through the 


throng from the rear. . He approachec 
the mayor and without a word began 
to fire. -The shots rang out in quid1 
succession. 
Instantly there was th 


greatest 
excitement and 
confusion 


Mayor Gaynor was seen to fall to the 
deck and--the.gushing wound told tha 
he had been hit. At the same moment 
a ship's guard sprang forward ant 
dealt the assassin a blow on the head 
with a billy, felling him to the deck 


- where officers quickly seized him. HI 


was turned over to the Hoboken po 
lice and taken to police headquarters 


Blames .Mayor For Want. 


There he gave the name of Gallaghe 


and in response to Inquiries as to whv 
he had committed the deed he replici 
sullenly. "He kept me from earnin; 
my bread and butter." 
..Meantime Mayor Gaynor had bee: 
carried .to a state room. He remains 
conscious but breathed heavily.

An ambulance was summoned to th 


pier and the

The

driven to St. Mary's hospital, Hobo 
ken. where the mayor was immediatel 
taken to the operating room. He wa 
still conscious and occasionally spok 
to those about him.- To the city offl 
cials .who accompanied him to the hos 
pital. he indicated the. gravity wit 
which he viewed the shot, by tellin 
them "Say good bye to the people." 


Physicians Gave Hope.

fui examination ot the wound.

The

nence of the city executive In recent 
months in city affairs and to a growing 
extent, in state and national afTnlrs, 
attracted widespread aiten.tji.on. Kvery- 
whcre the news of the attempt' on 
his life was received with evidence of 
profound regret. In all public places, 
the hotels, the financial district, clubs 
and subways the affair was the ab- 
sorbing topic.

Gallagher Badly Beaten. 


Gallagher,
